Egyptian Rtver Surveyors Enabled to 
Foretell Hour of Inundation of 
the River Nile.

Capitol News Service 


Nil oui et era were among the most an­ 
cient water gauges, and were used by 
the Egyptians many centuries B. C. 
Stone wells were constructed cfh the 
banks of the Nile, and water entered 
these through 
underground ditches. 
This water rose and fell in sympathy 
with the river, enabling river su rvey­ 
ors (government officers) to foretell 
the hour of inundation. 
Marked columns on the sides of each 
well Indicated the maximum, minimum 
and middle gauge: the inspectors pa­ 
trolled Hie banks of the Nile and in­ 
formed the people by means of bul­ 
letin! in advance how high the Nile 
would riee and when the stream would 
probably overflow Its banks. 
Lake Moeris, in Lower Egypt, was 
connected with the Nile in ancient 
days by one of the many canals for 
which the ancient Babylonian and 
Egyptian engineers are now famous. 
This canal was equipped with sluices 
and gauges, so that the land around 
It was never flooded. 
If the Nile 
rose, all that happened was that tile 
blue crystal mirror of the lake rose 
too. 
If the waters of the river fell, 
then the lake filled them up by care­ 
ful manipulation of its sluices»and its 
own waters.

SEQUOYAH, THE CADMUS OF 
THE CHEROKEES 


* I 'HIS is the story of an Indian who 
* rose to fame not as warrior nor as 
orator, blit as the Inventor of an al­ 
phabet for his people which enabled 
them to write and read their own lan­ 
guage. 
Sequoyah (Blk way i) of the 
Cherokees was born in Tennessee in 
1760. The boy grew up among the In­ 
dians unacquainted with the white 
man’s tongue or any of his arts. 
An accident made him a cripple 
for life and he became a craftsman 
in iiiverwork and a skilled mechanic. 
He also made pictographs showing the 
great deeds of the Cherokee on the 
warpath, 
in 3809, impressed by the 
value of the white man’s ‘‘talking 
leaves” (books), Sequoyah conceived 
a system of writing, suitable to the 
Cherokee 
tongue. 
Undismayed 
by 
ridicule, he persisted in his studies 
until convinced that the Cherokees 
had 80 syllables, which in various com­ 
binations constituted their vocabulary. 
His next problem was to design sym­ 
bols for each syllable, and that being 
done, he taught his six-year-old daugh­ 
ter to build words from these symbols. 
In 1821 Sequoyah demanded a trial 
for his alphabet, and In a public test 
he proved its worth. 
The chiefs en­ 
dorsed his invention and Cherokees of 
all ages learned the alphabet with en­ 
thusiasm. 
Tile next year he left his 
village in Georgia to visit the Chero­ 
kees in Arkansas and carry his inven­ 
tion to them. 
Again he was success­ 
ful. Two years later parts of the Bi­ 
ble were printed in Cherokee. In 1S28, 
the Cherokee Phoenix, the first period­ 
ical ever printed In any Indian lan­ 
guage. was published as a weekly at 
New Echola, Ga. 
When 
Sequoyah’s tribesmen were 
removed to Indian Territory he was 
the great leader in organizing the re­ 
united nation. But he was little inter­ 
ested in politics. 
Among his people 
was the tradition of a lost Cherokee 
tribe that had wandered west before 
the Revolution. 
Although Sequoyah was then more 
than eighty years old, he resolved to 
carry his message of education to the 
lost tribe. His quest led him into Mex­ 
ico and there, in August, 1S43, weak­ 
ened by privation, he died. 
He was 
buried In an unknown grave, but he 
was to have a grander memorial than 
any monument of stone. 
When the 
big trees of California were discov­ 
ered, it w as decided to call these giant 
redwoods sequoias, an everlasting trtb-

Ancient Peoples Had Odd Beltef Con* 
cerning Otherwise Unaccount­ 
able Shower of Frogs. 


Showers of frogs must have been 
common enough In ancient Greece, 
seeing that Aristotle gives them a par­ 
ticular name. 
Alluding to the pre­ 
vailing idea of his time, which sup­ 
posed them to come from Heaven, he 
called them messengers of Jupiter. 
Two carefully observed instances in 
modern times have especially wrought 
conviction among the learned. 
The first was attested by a whole 
company of soldiers, who during the 
French Revolution, were on a march 
towards the north of France. 
In the 
open country they were assailed by 
a shower of little toads which were 
dashed in their faces, falling with 
torrents of water. 
Astonished at such 
an unwonted attack, and desirous of 
satisfying themselves as to whether 
this living shower came from above, 
the soldiers spread out their handker­ 
chiefs on a level with their heads. 
and found they were aoon covered. 
After 
the 
storm, the 
astonishment 
was general when the soldiers saw 
this unexpected brood leaping about in 
the folds of their cocked hats. 
The second well-attested shower of 
toads fell in 1834, In the town of Ham. 
in Germany, when the streets, roofs 
and gutters were immediately filled 
with a great number of these young 
creatures.

Some of the pests are ready to work 
as soon as the weather warms up. 
The cutworm, the meanest of all gar­ 
den pests and the hardest 
to fight 
because he works like a submarine, 
is curled up in the ground, libernat- 
Ing, ready to be thawed out by the 
first early, warm rains and spring 
sunshine and cut 
off 
the 
tender 
plants just below the surface. 
In 
spading or hoeing early In the sea­ 
son look 
out 
for a dirty 
colored 
“worm" rolled up tight. Kill all such 
as they will in all probability be cut­ 
worms waiting to get into action. 
The plant lice appear 
about 
as 
soon as the currant bushes get well 
leaved out and will attack the let­ 


tuce. 
The currant worm also starts, 
early. 
Have some arsenical poison ready 
to spray for biting or chewing 
in­ 
sects, such as the currant worm and 
nicotine preparations for the suck­ 
ing insects such as the plant lice. 
Insecticides are on the 
market 
which combine the arsenical pois­ 
ons and fungicides. 
These are the! 
best to use and {lie easiest to pre­ 
pare. 
The nicotine extracts may be 
mixed with them 
and 
the 
whole 
range of insects and fungus outrages 
controlled with one spraying. It will 
do no harm to use such a combined 
spray even when only one class of 
pest is ordinarily expected. 
It will 
check any chance of others getting 
In their work. 
Early spraying will save a great 
deal of trouble.

Marriage Relations Among Early A s­ 
syrians Subjected to the Strictest 
Code of Human Laws. 


Marriage relations among the sarly 
Assyrians were subject to a strict code 
of laws, it is now learned from a val­ 
uable 
cultural document made 
ac­ 
cessible to the scientific world In a 
German translation of the cuneiform 
text preserved In the Asiatic division 
of the Berlin Ethnographical museum. 
The early Assyrian lawmakers had 
this code inscribed on a set of clay 
tablets, unearthed during the excava­ 
tions of the German Asiatic society In 
Mesopotamia. By comparing this find 
with other prehistoric documents, the 
date of these tablets bas been estab­ 
lished around HOO B. C., which would 
coincide with the reign of Tiglat-Pile- 
sar L 
The rights and duties of married 
women and the punishments imposed 
for the infringements of these laws, 
and as the marital relations of a na­ 
tion have always been regarded as a 
reliable barometer of its culture, this 
discovery throws an interesting light 
upon early Assyrian social conditions.

Wherever current is being consumed 
in the house or factory, a piece of fuse 
wire is put somewhere in the circuit.

“blow," and stop the flow of current 
before the copper wire inside the walls 
can heat up and set fire to the house.
